PHILADELPHIA, May 18 —There is
likely to be a strong tempest before the or-
ganization of the Republican State Com-
mittee for 1802 becomes a fixed fact, and
the troubie arises in the announcement of
Frank Willing Leach that be was elected
Secretary of the committes, when the ecan-
didates did nothing of the kind The
choice of the eandidates was George Pear-
son, of Mercer, and Mr. Pearsop’s election
stands

When Judge Joha Dean, General Will-
iam Lilly, Major Alexander MeDowell and
Convention Chairman E K, Martin came
together at Harrisburg yesterday to carry
out the duty of sgreeing upon a State Com-
mittee, Chairman and Secretary, vested in
them by the late convention, they ware
unanimouns in selecting General Frank
Reeder to succeed Lieutenant Governor
Watres, inasmuch as the latter had posi-
tively declined to serve again. Following
this netion the election of Secretary came
up, and Major McDowell presented Mr.
Pearson us his personal choice. Jundge
Dean entirely agreed with Major Me-
Dowell

All Satisfled With Pearson.

“Mr. Pearson is thoroughly satisfactory
to the party workers, while Mr. Leach is
not,” smd Mr. McDowell,” and we must
recoguize the claim they have upon us in
this matter, as they are the ones whose ob-
jections count.”

A division resulted, Liily and Martin
voting for Leach. This continued wery
briefly, when the candid ates ngreed upon
Mr. Pearson, and the four sicm:da paper
attesting to his election, dnd they sgreed
on the ground that no compremise on Leach
was possible. The direet information that
Mr. Pearson had been chosen Becretary was
brought to the ecity by one of the ecandi-
dates, who was not aware of the fact that
Mr. Leach had previously announced his
own appointment, and the ecandidate in
question at once contradieted Mr. Leach's
assumption.

“If General Reeder appoints Leach as
Secretary of the committee he will hear
from all four of the conference,” said one of
the candidates to-day. “‘The appointment
of Mr. Pearson stands, all statements to the
cuntrary.”

One of the Funny Features,

One of the funny features of the whole
traneaction rests in Genersl Reeder’s letter
to Mr. Leach—the letter published to-day—

along with the action of the conference of
the ecandidates. It is given out that Genersl
Reeder's letter to Leach was written ten
days ago snd its publication was premature.

General Reeder is in the city, and at-
tended an entertainment st the Manu-
facturers’ Club this evening. He said:
“The situation is simply this Mr. Pear-
ron wos pamed as Secretary of the State
Committee 85 a result of & suggestion
thrown out by one of the candidates. Tt
has been the unbroken custom for the Chsir-
man to sppoint his Secretaries, and if these

utlemen had presumed to supply me with

taries independent of my direct wishes,
I bave quickly told them to look elsewhere
for s Chairman. I appointed Mr. Leach my
Secretary as soon as I was elected, because I
knew his worth, fidelity and ability.”

Despite General Reeder’s emphatic state-
ments, it is believed that there is a storm
liable to break anv moment over the sobsti-
tution of Mr. Leach for Mr. Pearson, who is
unquestionsbly the choioe,

Eeeder Will Hold on 1o Leach,

When asked this evening about the candi-
dates on the Biate ticket, and the Permanent
Chairman of the convention, in refereace to
Mr. Pearson, in which they “‘recommend
to said Chairman the appointment of George
Pearson, of Mercer county, as one of the
Secretaries of said committee,” Chairman
Reeder said:

A BLACK EYE FOR SENATOR QUAY

Who Hoped to Embarrass Harrison by the
Biver snd Harbor Bill

NOT YERY MUCH OF A CUT APTER ALL

WASHINGTON, May 18. —At the request
of President Harrison, the Republican Sen-
ato has determined to rebuke the extravs-
gance of the Demooratic House and reduece
the sggregate smount of the £30,000,000
river and harborbill. The reduction agreed
upon is small, but it serves to put the Re-
publicans on record as opposed to abso-
lutely wild extravazance, and that is all
they are seeking to accomplish.

The Senate committee reported the river
and harbor bill to the Senate last Saturday,
after adding $120,000 to its total. Then cam
the exposure of the plan to rush the htl?
through and have it presented to the Presi-
dent before the meeting of the Minneapolis
Convention. This exposure of the combina-
tion between the friends of Harrison and
the friends of the bill served to
put‘d a gtutert crl:leek upon  its
18 rogress  towa passage an
lnl; aril]:km sinee the day the bill was re-
ported to the House. e anti-Harrison
men were op to the ides of cutting
down the bill, preferring to have it go to
the President with its big total of appro-

riations, so that he wonld be foread to an-

nize either its friends or its enemies.
The Anti-Harrisonites Outgeneraled,

These anti-Harrison men, however, were
outnumbered and ontgenemiud. and so they
gracefully vielded to the inevitable demand
of polities for at least a show of economy
just before the meeting of the National Re-
publican Convention.

The friends of the President will not ad- |

mit that his desire for a reduction in the
total amount of the bill is due in any way
to the depleted condition of the Treasury.
They eclaim, on the other hand, that the
President is soting from convictions of
duty, and that he wants the bill
reduced because he thinks it carries
too much money. The absurdity of this
claim, however, is show by the statement
that while the bill, as reported to the Sen-
ate, carried s straight appropriation of
$24,000,000, the total reduction decided
upqn by the Senate Committee amouts to
less than £2 500,000,

The really objectionable clanses in the
bill, moreover—that is, the appropriations
for the small erecks and ba toated in the
various Congressional distriets of the mem-
bers seeking re-election—are left intact,
while the reductions are confined to the
plans of improvement which would be of
real and benefit to the commercial
and vessel interests. The reductions on
these items were on the horizontal plan, the
just and unjust schemes being treatedalike.

ALL THE BIG RIVERS STILL RISING

|FPFECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.)

Brovx City, May 18 —This morning &
monster wave came down the Floyd river,
which flows through the center of the city,
and which was already swollan bank full
In half an hour the water had risen over a
large area in the city tos depth of from
three to ten feet.

The Floyd flows into the Missouri at a
poiont a mile east of the center of the busi-
ness part of the city, and close to the St
Paul and Omaha Railway bridge across the
Missouri.

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ALLEGHENY S ALONE

In the L. and 0. Persecution
Because of Special

Legislation.
NO OTHER COUNTY IN IT.

A Statute Which Would Be Unconsti=
tutional if Proposed Now.

INDIGNATION OF THE PEOPLE

At the Present Crusads Voiced by Recog-
nized Public Leaders.

DISAPPROVAL OF GENUINE REFORMERS

“I cannot undersiand why Pittsburg and
Allegheny ty were sel d as the ex-
clusive scenes of the present alleged Law
snd Order crusade, which is giving the eity
such an nndesirdble notoriety,"” remarked a
leading *downtown business man vesterday.

‘While the situation is thoroughly under-
stood by the legal fraternity and attention
has previously been called to the faet, it is
not generally recognized by the public that
in Allegheny alone, of all the counties in
the State, are the financial considerations
such as to be an indacement for the opera-
tions of McClure and his sssociates. The
statute under which Alderman Hohe rolis
out “$25 and costa” so glibly and so regu-
larly is a special enactment, which does not
hold good anywhere slse between the Dela-
ware river and the Obio line.

The original “Blue Law' passed in 1794,
and applicable to the entire Btate, provides
for a fine of #4 for participation in amuse-
ments or worldly employment on Sunday.
This is the act that is still in force in all
the other counties of the State, and under
which the Law and Order Societiesx of Phil-
adelphia and other places have carried on
operations within their legitimate sphere.

A Special Penalty for Aliegheny.

But for Allegheny county a special or-
deal was prepared at a later date. Shortly
before the legislative session of 1855 Pitts-
burg had become such a populous aad pro-
gressive city that lines of omuibus were es-
tablished to run throngh the farmsout to
Lawrenceville and across the river and over
the meadows to Manchester. There rapid
transit facilities were operated seven days
in the week, and immediately there was &
protest from the McCluressnd Yosts of that
day. The managers of the omnibus line
were repeatedly arrested and fined, but the
sum of $4 proved to be insufficient to stop
the march of progress

There had also been some iroubls with

“liguor dealers selling on Sunday, and under

cover of the sentiment sroused by this
feature s demand was made on the Legisia-
ture for a more stringent law. The rest of
the State, however, protesied sainst any
such move, so the Lerislature finally com-
promised the matter by passing a special
enactment for Allegheny connty. The first
two sectiony are devoted to increasing the
penalties for the illegal selling of liquor,
and it iz the third section which, earried to
extremes of which its authors never even
dreamed, causes practieally all of the vexa-
tion and trouble to the general publie to-
day. This particular section reads as fol-
lows:
Text of the Obnoxions Section.

Section 3—That any person violating the
provisions of the first section of sald not
tor the suppression of viceand immorality,
and of unlawful gaming, and to restrain dis-
orderly sports and dissipation, approved
April 23, 174, within the county of Alle-
gheny, being summarily convigted thereof
before sny mayor, burgess, justice of the
pance or alderman, shall forfeit and pay the
sum of §25, with costs, and in default of pay-
ment, or of goods to levy upon to satisfy the
same, shall be committed to the county
prison for not less than ten nor more than
30 days.

It would purzle a mind not having the
advantage of & legal edueation to determine
what *unlawful gaming, disorderiy sporis
and dissipation’” have to do with the com-
pletion and delivery of the news of the hour
or in what the running of a street car or
omnibus, or the sale of a glass of soda water
confliet with the ‘“suppression of vice or im-
morality,” bot this is the section under
which Yost, MeClure and RHolie held high
revelry, and it is applicable to no county in
the Btate save Allegheny. Such a statute
conld not posaibly be passed now, as the
present Constitution expressly provides
against the enactment of special legislation,
and only laws of this deseription which were
adoptad before the Constitution are allowed
to, remain on the hooks

“T think the bill which I introduced in
the Legislature of 1889, and which would
have passed but for a misapprehension,
would have put s stop tothe nefarions
operations of the allegad Law and Order
agents without allowing sny undue license
on Sunday,” said Hon. Allred Marland yes-
terday. *“That messure made it a misde-
meanor, punishable by a fine of $100, for
anyone to persuade s person into making a
sale on Sunday for the Eurpme of muking
an information agsinst the seller. The -
tention was to strike at those who for finan-
cial gnin make a practice of trving to
others into tronble. In my argument
fore the House of Rapresentatives at Har-
risburg I eited the case of the spy who se-
cured 8 eouple of bananas at the Lake Erie
depot by almost tearful representations
that they were for & sick child on a traiu in
the depot.

Real Beformers Opposa Plttsburg Metnods.

“Another thiog,” continned Mr. Marland,
“that I discovered while the bill was pending
was that the methods of the Pittsburg re.
formers are not approved by the genuine
and legitimate Law and Order societies
elsewhere. The President of the Philadel-

hia assoeiation told me that he realized
Fully that the operations of the Pittaburg
extremisis were bringing all Sunday laws
into disrepute and making them obnoxious,
and that the effecs could not tail to be had.
Practically the only objection he advanced
to my bill was that the society occasionally
had to employ perions to secure evidence of
illegal liquer selling, and he was afraid that
this might be interfersd with. This same
les was advanced by Hon. Jesse Baker on
floor of the House, and led to the ad-
verse result.

“] think my bill could be passed now
without any trouble,” Mr. Marland said
“For one thing,the crusade nst the Sun-
day papers had not yet been in
18&, and neither the people nor the Legis-
lature realized the extremes to which the
informers were le of going. Why, I
bave been a chureh warden tor 20 years, and
at least fairly lar in attendanece onm
service, but I wonld sooner think of doing
without my breakfast on Sunday than withs
out THE DISPATCH. It is a necessity of
